Red Cross 
Fund Campaign 
Huge Success

In expressing his thanks to the 
thousands of volunteer workers 
and contributors who made the 
1946 Red Cross Fund drive a suc- 
cess, John S. Whittemore, chair- 
man, reported that over $150,707 
was collected during the month 
of March in Newton. "The fact 
that we met our quota in two 
weeks’ time, and that we topped 
it by 167% at the end of the 
drive, shows how squarely the 
people of Newton are back of 
Red Cross," said Mr. Whittemore. 
"We are deeply grateful for the 
overwhelming support we re- 
ceived this year." 

During the campaign, a letter 
was received at the Fund Office, 
with a check, which read: "As 
a member of the U. S. Army I 
visited and made use of the Red 
Cross Clubs in Casablanca, Port 
Layantey, Oran, Bone, Bizerte. 
Tunis. Naples, Purple Heart Val- 
ley, Rome and Leghorn. I know 
from 2 Vi years of foreign ser- 
vice what an oasis in the desert 
your clubs were to all service 
men.

This voluntary agency con- 
cerned with the prevention of 
tuberculosis in Newton was for- 
merly a committee of the Fam- 
ily Service Bureau. Last year 
the committee was dissolved and 
an independent, incorporated 
agency was formed in its place. 
Under the new plan, thirty in- 
fluential residents of the city 
constitute a board of directors 
to elect officers and to assume 
responsibility for the program 
to be undertaken. The funds 
come from the Christmas Seal 
1 sale. 

The Association has establish- 
ed an office at 1357 Washington 
street in West Newton and has 
employed an executive-secretary- 
rehabilitation worker, Mrs. E. 
Gale Whittemore, whose chief 
activity at present is counseling 
with the Newton tuberculous and 
their friends < of whom there are 
many more than one would ex- 
pect). While working with the 
patients in institutions or with 
families in their homes she dis- 
covers opportunities for re-edu-

Councillor Whitney 

It is not yet qul*o one year 
since my good friend Frank A. 
Rrooks of West Concord passed 
away. Despite that, we have now 
the second man to serve in his 
post in the Governor's Council. 
First there was former Rep. Carl 
A. Sheridan of Framingham, who 
has recently retired to accept an- 
other position along civic de- 
velopment lines, and right now 
we have another good friend of 
your columnist. Col. Otis M. 
Whitney of Concord, a former 
Representative in the State Leg- 
islature and a man who has built 
up a splendid record in World 
War 2. As a matter of fact, many 
of the new Councillor’s friends 
were most anxious to draft Whit- 
ney for the position at the time 
of Frank Brooks' death. How- 
ever. Col. Whitney was still in 
the army at that time and did 
not see fit to ask for retirement - 
in order to run for public office. 
In this connection, it is of inter ( 
est to note that former Council- I 
lor Brooks and the present Coun- 
cillor were great admirers of each I 
other. 

All this, however, Is not the end 
of the story. There is another ( 
Republican who has evinced con- 
siderable Interest in serving In 
the Council. This man is Rep. 
Parley D. Chase of Boston, whose j 
name was considered by the Leg- 
islature prior to the election a ; 
few days ago. That is to say, , 
Chase’s name was considered by ! 
the G.O.P. caucus, as I .under- 
stand the situation. Whitney 
won out, hut Chase’s friends ap- 
parently sent up a trial balloon 
to see if the Democrats In the 
Legislature would join with the 
Chase Republicans when the ac- 
tual election took place. As it 1 
turned out, the Democrats ran 
their own man, Rep. Maurice Sul- 
livan of Brighton, and he secured 
the regular Democratic vote, hut 
nothing more. As you mav have 
noted in the press, the division 
was along strictly party lines 
both In the House and In the 
Senate. As this column is being 
written it is assumed that Rep. 
Chase will contest Whitney’s seat 
in the -fune primaries. The Con- 
cord man will, of course, have 
the benetit of the words ‘•candi- 
date for re-election” on the bnllot 
and that is always a distinct help. 
Rep. Chase, however, is a timeless 
and resourceful campaigner and 
will undoubtedly force Col. Whit- 
ney to make a real tight to hold 
his seat. As I view the situation 
now, the latter will probably have 
the backing of a large segment 
of the so-called G.O.P. organlza 
tion. That is very Important. 
Personally, I shall be delighted 
if the Concord man holds his 
seat. 

State Senate 

You could have knocked me 
over with a feather when I 
learned the other day that my old 
friend. Major Loomis Patrick, a 
recently announced candidate for 
the State Senate, from which 
1 our present senator Benjamin J. 
Bowen is retiring, might have 
opposition in the June primaries. 
That sort of thing just isn't done 
in Newton. As a matter of fact, I 
probably will not believe it unless 
and until another candidate 
blossoms forth. This much, how- 
ever, is certajn. If the man who 
is very seriously considering 
running for Senator Bowen’s seat 
actually does run, there will be a 
real battle. 

And listen to this. There is an- 
other good Republican in New- 
ton, a man of substantial calibre 
whom all the politicos know 
well, who would probably have 


thrown his hat In the ring if 
Loomis Patrick had not moved 
so fast. This does not sound like 
the good old days, does It? 

This leads me to another al- 
lied thought, which I shall refer 
to briefly in my next paragraph. 

Plan E lor Newton 

We all read a good deal in the 
local paper about that Plan E 
meeting at Norumbega Park. Un- 
fortunately, It was impossible 
for me to be on hand, so I only 
know what I read about it plus 
what a few people who attended 
passed on to me. 

Now, there are two points 
worthy of note. First, Is It not 
striking that there appears to be 
so much Interest In Plan E In a 
community like Newton, which 
most people consider one of the 
best and most efficiently gov- 
erned communities in the entire 
state? Secondly, it Is very sig- 
nificant to learn the names of 
some of the citizens of Newton 
who are quite frankly giving ser- 
ious consideration to the wisdom 
of adopting Plan E here. This 
is not the time to “sound-ofT” and 
record, names,, partly, because 
some of those In favor of the 
Plan E scheme are not yet ready 
to come out publicly and so de- 
clare themselves. 

What motivates some of these 
people? A number % of things. 
Cambridge has done so remark- 
ably well that there is specula- 
tion as to whether or not Newton 
might not do equally well. Again, 
there have always been a great 
many citizens who felt that New- 
ton should, if possible, have the 
sendees of a full-time chief 
executive. After all, a city of our 
size constitutes big business and 
no sound business concern would 
consider operating with a half- 
time President, even if he was an 
unusually high-grade and cap- 
able man. And finally, there have 
been rumblings beneath the sur- 
face which make some people 
feel that it may not be so easy 
in the future to draft a strong 
man for Mayor.

THE POLITICIAN'S APOCALYPSE 

At one point in h current popular play, a character steps 
forward to comment on the pattern of our elections, saying: 
as long as voters take no part in the primaries, as long as the 
people are prejudiced, lazy, ignorant — and uninterested, we add 
— so long will the politicians pick the candidates, get out the 
vote, and control the vote. It seems like a sweeping indictment, 
but let us look at the record: a large number of citizens are 
“traditional’’ voters who inherit their politics, refuse to analyze 
the candidates who are set up before them like so many clay 
pigeons, and generally vote in sectional blocs. Another large 
group are those who “don’t want to have anything to do with 
politics,” a delicate intimation that sets them apart from what 
is vulgar, and which is as much a hold-over as the horse-drawn 
surrey. It is a massive task to educate ourselves out of an 
attitude which criticizes representatives for lacking “human” 
values, while we settle privately for political “realism.” 

Unlike appeals for the hungry and destitute, there is no 
immediate return for energy expended in working on registra- 
tion or urging people to vote in the primaries, except that so 
much that involves our strength and emotions today can be 
traced to the “prejudice, laziness and ignorance” of a gener- 
ation ago.

Criminologist Tells 
Kiwanis Club 
Crime Doesn't Pay 

— o — 

Mr. Henry Mascarello, Execu- 
tive Secretary, of the United 
Prison Association of Massachu- 
setts, discussing "Prisons, Parole 
and the Lawes Report," at the 
noon meeting of the Newton Ki- 
wanis Club, Wednesday, declared 
that the bill for the support and 
maintenance of inmates in Mass- 
achusetts reformatories and pris- 
ons, is a staggering one. 

There are now, Mr. Mascarello 
stated, between six and eight 
thousand persons serving time 
in state institutions, and the cost 
of maintenance is about eight 
hundred and sixty-five dollars per 
year for each inmate. 

Charlestown State Prison was 
built in 1805 and after 73 years 
of service, was declared to be 
too antiquated for further use 
as a prison, according to the 
speaker, being abandoned in 
1878 in favor of the new “maxi- 
mum security prison,” in Con- 
cord. After six years, however, 
the prison, at Concord, becoming 
overcrowded, • the Charlestown 
pldnt, having been used as a 
storehouse in the meantime, was 
again pressed into service, as a 
prison for major criminals, and 
has been inconstant use since 
that time. 

Mr. Mascarello said new insti- 
tutions are needed for the care 
of defective delinquents, the crim- 
inally insane and chronic alcohol- 
ics. All three are now housed 
at the Bridgewater State Farm 
—600 alcoholics at last count. A 
hospital in Norfolk, for the crim- 
inally insane, has been advocated 
for years, he added. 

During the question period, he 
agreed that "the Parole Board 
was too severe — the food at 
Charlestown Prison had been ex- 
tremely bad and that the prison- 
ers should have an opportunity 
to earn a small wage.” Before 
the war, prisoners earned an av- 
erage of twenty-eight dollars a 
year, most of it by manufacture 
of automobile license plates, a 
revenue lost to them now. 

He declined to predict the fu- 
ture attitude of the Parole Board, 
but informed his listeners that 
the management of the food for 
prisoners at Charlestown had 
changed hands. The men are 
now eating better and it’s cost- 
ing the state less money. A plan 
is also being devised whereby 
the inmates will be given an op- 
portunity to earn up to twenty 
cents per day. 

Questioned by Chief of Police 
Veduccio, Mr. Mascarello said 
that of Warden Lawes’ twenty- 
two recent recommendations for 
a better penal system, nineteen 
similar recommendations were 
made in the year 1850, again in 
1878 and 1905.’ The trouble in 
prisons is caused, not by a lack 
of knowledge of what to do. so 
as to eliminate it, but by lack of 
action, it was disclosed.

Professor Richard Doherty, 
head of Department, of Econom- 
ice of Boston University, was 
the speaker at the meeting of 
the Newton Rotary club on Fri 
day. speaking on "The Challenge 
of Labor Relations.” 

Prof. Doherty mentioned that 
one thing we had to get out of 
our minds to start with was the 
complacency of strife now going 
on and tried to give a true pic- 
ture of the labor relations situa- 
tion as it really is. There is wide 
misunderstanding between labor 
and management; at the bottom 
of the deck is political expedien- 
cy of administration in handling 
the whole situation instead of 
sound economic purpose. He 
pointed out one or two things 
for instance, how the faulty idea 
of price control by the govern- 
ment by freezing commodity 
prices at the top. To really suc- 
ceed on price control you have 
to fix prices all the way down 
the line, labor, raw materials, 
and all the way from start to 
finish. They did try to fix labor's 
wages, but the rising cost of 
living put the pressure on labor 
and that blew the top off the sit- 
uation. He mentioned that in- 
dustrial peace will never come 
from having a militant attitude, 
and did say that management is 
far removed from actual labor, 
a personnel man representing 
the president of the company, 
or some one in between who has 
a militant attitude which has to 
be overcome before there is 
peace. He said that all relations 
between labor and management 
are like a marriage contract, 
that two people going into a 
church for a few minutes and 
making certain promises does 
not guarantee an harmonious 
marriage. It is the day by day 
relations, just as labor and man- 
agement have to live together 
day by day. An example of .good 
labor relations is the printing 
trade, where disputes are au- 
tomatically settled by arbitra- 
tion. There is seldom a strike in 
the newspaper game.

cation and re-training, unmet so- 
cial and financial needs, and she 
directs these patients and their 
families to the proper sources 
j for assistance. 

Arrangements have been made 
to have a survey of the oppor- 
tunities for adult health educa- 
tion in Newton made by an ex- 
pert on the staff of the State 
Tuberculosis League, if the sur- 
vey reveals unmet needs in that 
field, the Association will con- 
sider the employment of a train- 
ed health educator to carry on 
an approved program in collab- 
oration with the school commit- 
tee, the Public Health Depart- 
ment, and other agencies. 

A further activity will be the 
part the local Association will 
play in tfyc new Vocational In- 
formation Clinic at Lakeville 
State Sanatorium. Here polio- 
militis and the non-pulmonary 
! tuberculosis cases are found 
without rehabilitation service.

Public Health Nursing Week 
started Monday morning for the 
directors of the Newton District 
Nursing Association at their reg- 
ular monthly meeting at the 
Claflin School in Newtonville. 

The necessity fbr psychiatrics 
In the education of nurses, as 
Interpreted by several board 
members who had attended the 
Psychiatric Institute in Boston 
earlier this month, was the lead- 
ing topic discussed. Public 
Health nurses attending the in- 
stitute also found it very help- 
ful. 

The use of a trained worker 
in Occupational Therapy as a 
permanent and full time member 
c * the public health nursing staff 
was most clearly defined by Miss 
Winifred Smith who was the 
guest speaker from the Boston 
Visiting Nurse Association. 

Miss Smith, a graduate of the 
Boston School of Occupational 
Therapy, told how, by guiding 
the activities either physical or 
mental, the recovery of a patient 
from disease or injury is hasten- 
ed. 

Some of the objectives of such 
a worker are to direct proper | 


thinking of a patient, to atimu- 
late new ideas and incentive* ln 
Incurables or to bridge over the 
gap betweeij Injury and useful 
living. 

The Newton District Nursing 
Association has ten registered 
nurses on its staff who, in addi- 
tion to their routine nursing and 
public health duties, are ready 
to assist in complete recovery of 
patients by considering mental 
readjustments. 

By several condsa graphs It 
was called to the attention of the 
directors that in 1900 there 
were in the city of Newton, 130 
deaths per 1,000 live births. In 
1944 the crude Infant mortality 
had dropped to 12.1 per 1,000 
live births. The Newton District 
Nursing Association has played 
an important role In the com- 
munity to keep this rate on a 
downward path through its ex- 
tensive prenatal and child health 
program. 

The Well-Baby * Conferences 
conducted by the Organization 
help to keep well and happy the 
youngsters of Newton. The As- 
sociation began immunizing its 
babies^ against diphtheria in 1933 
aod since that time 2666 babies 
have been so protected. In 1936 
they started immunization 
against whooping cough and 
since then have immunized 1643 
babies.

Frank A. Anderson, Kiwanis 
Club Speaker, Declares The Ebb 
And Flow Of Mass Psychology 
Definitely Affects The Fortunes 
Of The Human Race— 

The ebb and flow of mass 
psychology— positive and nega- 
tive — is responsible for the ups 
and downs of mankind, accord- 
ing to Frank A. Anderson of the 
Anderson Laboratories, speaker 
at the noon meeting of the New- 
ton Kiwanis Club, at the Y.M.C.A., 
Wednesday. 

Sixteen years of research has 
proved, Mr. Anderson said, that 
the natural laws of the universe 
definitely influence the affairs 
of man. When positive, that in- 
fluence is, so to speak, he con- 
tinued, a ‘green-go-ahead signal.' 
A good time to make decisions, 
achieve and attain the fruits of 
success. . . . When negative, how- 
ever, this universal influence 
acts on the majority much in the 
manner of a stumbling block. 
The average human is in a de- 
cidedly negative mood during 
this period, he added. 

The Anderson Laboratories, 
founded by M. Apderson, have, 
the speaker said in conclusion, 
after correlating and identifying 
millions of psychological values, 
successfully harnessed and meas- 
ured a natural law which makes 
it possible to anticipate the effect 
of mass psychology trends, knd 
the manner in which the changes 
affect the success or failure of 
every individual’s everyday life.

Professor Albert A. Schaefer, 
professor at Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology and a mem- 
ber of the Cambridge Rotary 
Club, was the speaker at the 
meeting of the Newton Rotary 
Club on Friday at the Brae Burn 
Country Club. 

Prof. Schaefer is a graduate of 
Harvard University and Harvard 
Law School, and at M. I. T. con- 1 
ducts courses in law and govern- 
ment. Speaking on "Youth and 
Tomorrow” he stated that from 
what he has been able to see, 
youth is in a rather troubled 
state, some cynical, some despon- 
dent, some seeking advice and 
not always listening to it. It is 
the duty of organizations and 
people who deal and talk with 
the youth of today to impress 
upon them the need for morals 
and a moral standard if we are 
to avoid catastrophe of future 
wars. There is a very definite 
fear that if self-interest prevails, 
these catistrophies might take 
place, and to avoid thef there 
should be a sense of social respon- 
sibility in the nation, particularly 
the younger people, because they 
are going to be the world of to- 
morrow. He stated that the atomic 
bomb presents quite a problem, 
and the results will either be 
destructive or constructive, de- 
pending upon the social respon- 
sibility of the people of the world. 
Character cannot be legislated 
any more than the other can be 
legislated, outlawed. The UN 
may help,* but even that cannot 
be successful unless supported 
by all the people everywhere. 
He said that morals are not a 
problem of law, and that educa- 
tors and organizations, like the 
Rotary and fraternal organiza- 
tions, could be an immense force 
for good. We should go forward 
with the UNO and not forget 
that education is the first step 
in acquainting youth and peoples 
with their social responsibilities.

permission sought. From that 
day our school has had the hearty 
generous co operation of the New- 
ton Public Schools— a unique 
set-up of a private organization 
with a public one, which has 
gained much favorable comment 
throughout the country. In 1940 
our warm friend, Dr. Julius E. 
Warren granted us the use of 
parts of the Claflin School every 
day In the week and for some 
night work. From this ensued a 
greater expansion of our work. 
For the first time we had offices, 
a place for our many Informal 
recitals and many other activi- 
ties which before had been im- 
possible to undertake. 

Our first Scholarship was estab- 
lished in 1913— the present Luke- 
Seaver Scholarship in memory 
of outstanding citizens of West 
Newton; and .then, a high-light 
indeed, came recognition and sub- 
stantial financial support from 
nationally known educators and 
musical foundations, outside of 
Newton. This is a matter of justi- 
fiable pride to us in the friends 
we have attracted by our work. 
Almost at once Mrs. Elizabeth 
Sprague Coolidge, distinguished 
patronees of music, gave us a 
yearly grant of $250, which was 
maintained for many years. And 
from 1922 on for some years, Dr. 
Archibald T. Davison and Mr. 
Thomas Whitney Sureet made a 
wonderful award to us ($2300 
yearly) from a fund which they 
administered. That allowed us to 
pay better salaries and to ex- 
pand beyond anything we had 
dreamed possible. 

Then, in 1932 our Community 
Chest took us into its generous 
fold as a charter member. The 
successful relationships, the 
warm friendships, and the mu- 
tual respect which have existed 
between the Music School, the 
Public School, and the Commu- 
nity Chest, are among the most 
gratifying memories I hold. 

The School has had a splendid 
history; a past that fills me with 
pride and gratitude for all the 
help which I have here so inade- 
quately outlined. The future— is 
ahead, and new developments are 
sure to come; that is inherent in 
healthy growth. 

Now, in the years when I have 
turned over to others the re- 
sponsibilities and heavy daily 
i tasks which I know so well, I 
have satisfaction and joy beyond 
words of mine to express in 
watching the continuing growth 
and vitality of the school, the 
i constantly increasing interest of 
j the public, and the possibilities 
for further and greater service. 
All of which speaks of founda- 
tions well and truly laid by as 
devoted and loyal helpers as ever 
gave of their time and strength 
and talents. To me— and I hope 
and believe, to all you workers — 
the Labor of Love begun 35 years 
ago, has indeed brought great 
rewards.” 

Dr. J. Edgar Park, guest speak- 
er of the evening, brought an in- 


spiring message, seasoned with 
his usual sparkling humor. He 
paid tribute to Miss Fyffe and 
her untiring work In behalf of 
music opportunity for the youth 
of Newton, and went on to point 
out that music is the only inter- 
national language and as such 
could go far toward bringing to- 
gether in common fellowship and 
purpose, the peoples of the whole 
world. 

Other speakers included, Mr. 
Frederick S. Bacon of the New- 
ton Y. M. C. A.; Dr. Homer W. 
Anderson of the Newton Public 
Schools; Hon. Sinclair Weeks; 
Miss Mabel T. Eager who spoke 
for the board of trustees, and 
Miss Nancy Turner, recipient of 
the Luke-Seaver Scholarship in 
violin study for 1945-1946, who 
spoke for the student body. Mr. 
Frank A. Day, Jr., presented the 
various speakers and did an ex- 
cellent piece of work as master 
of ceremonies. 

Mrs. Fernald closed the meet- 
ing with a few remarks giving 
special commendation to Mrs. Ed- 
gar P. Hay, chairman of the An- 
niversary Dinner committee for 
the time, thought, and untiring 
effort on her part to make the 
celebration a memorable one for 
all.

A healthy Italian habit is the 
use of many greens. Salads are 
served whenever possible and 
are just as common as potatoes 
are to our meals.

As my hostess was to “observe" for the District League at 
the hearing on Housing before the Senate Committee, we thought 
it would he interesting to separate and he able to share ex- 
periences later.

Housing, Loan to Britain were 
all of paramount importance, mistakes made regarding these 
could be rectified. We cannot, however, afford any mistake in 
setting up control of atomic bombs, and we should watch care- 
fully the progress of the McMahon Commission, continuing 
to write letters to our legislators until we were sure that the 
control was safely in civilian hands. 

She also mentioned the just-to-be-released State Dept. 
Report on Atomic Energy Control and advised that all League 
members familiarize themselves with the plan it proposed for 
international control. 

Since then, the nearly 100.000 letters from an aroused 
citizenry to the McMahon Committee have had this result — 
Sen. Vandenburg lias amended his previous amendment to the 
McMahon bill, and the military control is thus released. New- 
ton League members who wrote letters to this effect can feel 
repaid for their effort. 

The next day I again looked in upon the House Committee 
on Banking and Currency. This time Paul Porter was sub- 
mitting his statement, following which a barrage of questions 
was hurled at- him by opponents of OPA, some of whom were 
almost rude in their methods. Others, however, appreciated 
his sacrifice and devotion to a “thankless job.” but were so 
harrassert by letters from their constituents that they were 
honestly seeking answers. This went on all morning, and 
although Mr. Bowles had been asked to come that day also 
Chairman Spence at the request of some members asked Mr. 
Porter if he could continue. The laughing response was “I 
have no important engagements until 5 o’clock when 1 have 
to go to the dentist to have a tooth pulled!” 

It was interesting to listen to the give and take between 
the opposing sides, and to realize that this is indeed democracy 
in action. A conclusion to be drawn from this, L believe, is 
that it is in Committee sessions such as these that the impor- 
tant groundwork for legislation is done; therefore our efforts 
both as League members and citizens should he directed toward 
action (letter-writing) during Committee hearings on bills.

SPRING LAWN CARE 

This is the fourth and last of 
tho spring series of short arti- 
cles on tho care of your lawn. 

The previous articles have 
brought us up to tho point of 
getting the lawn Into condition 
for the season and care during 
the earlier months. 

More lawns are damaged by 
Improper water than the average 
person will realize. 

Water is essential to plant 
growth. Too much is just as 
harmful as not enough, in that 
either extreme will cause loss of 
plant life. 

There have been times in the 
early spring, such as in 1944, 
when we had high drying winds 
in March and it was necessary 
for the golf greenkeepers to ac- 
tually water their greens in 
March to keep them from dry- 
ing out. This Is called desicca- 
tion or excess drying by the ele- 
ments. Seldom does this condi- 
tion damage the average lawn 
so we will eliminate watering 
before growth Is well under way. 

New seedlings require water 
and in their case soil dampness 
should be present and light 
syringing by a hose with a fine 
nozzle will keep them alive un- 
til their roots will reach down 
to the moisture supply. Here 
we are concerned with the estab- 
lished lawns. 

By the rule of the thumb we 
consider once Inch of water ap- 


plied to ordinary soil will give 
five inches of soil moisture. 
Therefore when a lawn is wa- 
tered it is best to give It enough 
water to average one Inch on 
the surface and not repeat this 
until a test with some plugger 
shows the top is drying out. 
Therefore on the average ONCE 
PER WEEK will suffice. Keep 
the spray fine or use some me- 
chanical device that will give 
uniform distribution. 

This artificial rainfall is sel- 
dom needed until the .spring 
rains have stopped and then un- 
til the fall rains begin. Do not 
try to force your grass growth 
during the hot summer months 
as It is naturally dormant then. 
It Is the weeds and crab grass 
that want to grow extensively 
during these months. Just keep 
your grass alive with Infrequent 
ample water applications and 
cut the grass higher and less 
frequently.

Ida May Wallace 

December 71, 1869-Aprll 8, 1946 

— o— 

With the passing of Ida May 
Wallace on Monday, Newton 
High Sshool can inscribe on its 
honor roll of teachers the name 
of onp who was deeply beloved 
by the many students with 
whom she was associated for 
more than thirty years. Miss 
Wallace came to Newton in 1899, 
and served continuously in the 
Latin Department of the High 
School until her retirement in 
1932. 

Born in Meriden, Connecticut, 
she spent her early years in 
Wakefield, Massachusetts, where 
she graduated from the Wake- 
field High School in 1886. That 
year, two of the graduating class 
had won high scholastic honors 
with but a fraction of a point 
between them, so there were two 
Valedictorians. Ida May Wallace 
was one of the two. 

At Wellesley Miss Wallace 
majored in Latin and Greek, and 
following her graduation with 
the Class of 1890 (of which she 
was elected permanent Trea- 
surer) she taught those subjects 
for three years at a private 
school for girls in Riverside. On 
transferring to the Ncwburyport 
High School in 1894, she first 
made the acquaintance of Enoch 
C. Adams, then Principal of that 
school, who becarpe a lifelong 
friend and associate in her teach- 
ing. When Mr. Adams moved 
to New Britain, Connecticut, in 
1897, and then became Principal 
of Newton High School two years 
later, he was followed by his best 
teachers, of whom he always con- 
sidered Miss Wallace to be one of 
the most indispensable. 

Those who were privileged to 
study Latin with Miss Wallace 
will remember old Room 12, both 
for the work they did there and 
for the fun they had in doing it. 
As a grammarian she stressed 
the importance of mastering 
those first essentials without 
which the future of any student 
of Latin can be a nightmare. 
Progressing to Caesar, she led 
her group indefatigably up and 
down Gaul from the War with 
the Helvetii to the final sur- 
render of Vercingctorix, follow- 
ing expeditions into Britain and 
building bridges over the Rhine 
with a complete understanding 
of Caesar’s military and engin- 
eering principles. With Cicero 
she stood staunchly behind her 
young scholars while helping 
them to hurl invective against 
Catiline. But with all the earnest- 
ness of her instruction, her pupils 
were never allowed to lose sight 
of the fact that Latin is far from 
being a dead language, and that 
it can make thoughts and actions 
of long ago become very much 
alive indeed. 

In the thoroughness and in- 
spiration of her teaching she con- 
tributed immeasurably to the 
stature of the Latin Department. 
S. Warren Davis, coming to the 
school twenty years earlier, with 
the assistance of Harriet P. Poor 
and Emily Hazcn had establish- 
ed instruction in the classical 
studies on a high plane. The com- 
ing of both Miss Wallace and 
May Belle Goodwin in 1899 add- 
ed a tower of strength to the de- 
partment, which became recog- 
nized as outstanding among tho 
secondary schools. 

Much of the source of Miss 
Wallace’s inspiration was derived 
from her periodic studies abroad. 


On seven different occasion* aha 
visited the Old World, pursuing 
classical studies in Rome with 
Miss Goodwin at the American 
Academy and more widely 
throughout Latium, resting in 
Switzerland or enjoying the 
homely atmosphere of the Britisn 
Isles, or avidly absorbing the his- 
toric background of the eastern 
Mediterranean. 

Miss Wallace, truly a teacher 
of the humanities, was no less 
interested in High School stu- 
dents as human beings. Boys 
seemed particularly to find help 
in her sympathetic guidance and 
companionship. For years she 
led a group of High School age 
on Sunday mornings at the Cent- 
ral Congregational Church in 
Newtonville, where she was a 
member for about thirty years. 
Yet her appeal to girls was no 
less, for in her early years she 
was one of the senior advisers 
of the High School girls’ club 
(the Queens of Avilion) at the 
Central Church, and after her re- 
tirement was active in leading a 
group of young women at the 
First Congregational Church in 
Wakefield. 

Deeply spiritual, with an abid- 
ing faith, Ida May Wallace lived 
a life which was largely devoted 
to others. Of few of her fellow 
alumnae could it be said with 
greater truth that she lived tho 
motto of her college: 

"Non ministrari sed ministrare." 
April 10. 1946.

Only 
scientist* seem capable of recognizing the import of the atomic 
age Only they seem to realize that mankind cannot survive 
an atomic conflict. "Planning” for the next war means plan- 
ning for extinction. 

The book "One World or None * describes what would happen 
if some morning an atomic bomb should fall on New York: "Half 
a mile in the air above the target the bomb bursts. About 300.000 
of the persons living or working in an area of less than '200 blocks 
on Manhattan Island suddenly cease to exist. Another 300.000 are 
seriously injured. And thousands, who apparently escape, are to 
die of the effects of radiation. The destruction of property is in- 
calculable and it i> not confined to this area. Many blocks away 
other buildings collapse or are damaged, killing and maiming hun- 
dreds in the ruins.” 

The above book was not written by a headline hunter. It was 
written by level-headed men of science who do not frighten easily. 
As Raymond Mnlcv. writing in Newsweek expresses it. "These 
men arc in the top reaches of science. They arc putting their 
hard-earned distinction literally on the line. . . They arc telling 
the statesmen of all nations, the peoples of all countries — they arc 
telling you — to understand, to consider, to remember and to act — 
or perish.’'

Warren Junior High School 
boy.t and girls contributed 710 
cans of food and $38.55 for the 
purchase of more * canned food 
for the Victory Collection of 
Canned Foods sponsored by the 
Girl Scouts of Newton. This was 
Warren’s answer to an appeal 
made over the school's broad- 
casting system by Mrs. Ralph 
Orrill, representing the UNRRA. 
Mrs. Orrill, an American citizen 
whose father was attached to the 
diplomatic service of this coun- 
try in England, served for six 
years as a Wren in the English 
navy. She was stationed in Lon- 
don as an accountant in the 
Lend-Lease Aircraft Division. 
During the war she lost her 
father, her mother, her brother 
and her husband. Five months 
ago she returend to the United 
States where she will again make 
her home. Mrs. Orrill was able, 
from first hand information, to 
stress the needs of the starving 
people of Europe. She pointed 
out that starving people will fol- 
low any one who will feed them 
and. to preserve the peace of the 
world, they must be fed by the 
right people. Mrs. Orrill was in- 
troduced to the student body 
by Mrs. Francis Moss, sponsor 
of the Girl Scouts* Victory Col- 
lection. 

The Victory Collection of 
Canned Foods offered another 
opportunity for keen competi- 
tion between Home Rooms 202 
and 203. Many times during the 
year these two rooms have strug- 
gled against each other for first 
place, with Room 203 winning 
although usually only by a small 
margin. This time, however, 
Room 202 was much the victor, 
winning by a margin of nineteen 
cans.

Lawn Care 

— o - 

W>«*d« In the Lawns 

Those growers of fine turf, such 
as Golf Greenkeepers look on 
clover as a weed. Many folks ( 
like clover In their lawns so when 
we talk about weeds we will in 
elude clover and warn what not 
to do if clover is desired. 

First we should say that clover j 
Is not one of the grasses for 
lawns but Is one of the several 
perennials which are desired be- 
cause they spread and cover the 
ground. Now and then we have 
a season not favorable to clover 
and It is killed out. Unless re- 
seeded with grass or clover a 
heavy crop of weeds will take 
over. This makes it an unde- 
sirable plant for reasons of vary- 
ing seasonal mortality. 

The day of digging weeds out 
of the lawns is gone. Today we 
have either arsenleals or horm- 
ones to do this for us. 

Much- has been written about 
the now famous 2.4 D. This is a 
selective harmone which over 
stimulates the weeds and causes 
them to just overgrow themselves 
unto death. It will kill such as 
Bindweed. Saw Thistle. Pigweed. ' 
Ragweed, Wild Carrot, Lambs- ; 
quarter, Round-leaved mallow. ; 
Buckhorn plantain. Chlckweed, 
Dandelion and certain other 
weeds. One application should 
suffice for the plants existing 
and additional applications on the 
new plants arising from seeds in 
the soil. It does retard bents 
but does not harm the common 
lawn grasses if used at recom- 
mended rates. It has no effect 
on crab grass and retards but 
seldom kills clover. 

There are many preparations 
on the market uifder various 
trade names using 2.4 D as a 
base ( Dichlorphenoxyaoetic Acid > 
with percentages of the actual 
2.4 D running from 8 percent to 
70 percent. One must follow di- 
rections carefully on account of 
varying strengths of prepared 
materials. 

We recommend the first appli- 
cation just as the dandelions are 
ready to blossom and tho second, 
if necessary, when the next crop 
is ready to blossom. 

For crab grass we recommend 
ah arsenical. Either Arsenic 
Acid. Sodium arsenite as liquid 
applications or Milarsenite (so 
(Hum arsenite and Milorganite 
mixed) as a dry application. One 
treatment will kill all growing 
crab grass and stunt all weeds, 
killing all annuals, but only 
slightly browning the common 
grasses all of which will revive 
in a few days. One application ; 
will stunt but not kill clover. j 

These preparations must he 
used according to the directions 
for full results and minimum 
damage. All reliable manufac- 
turers give full directions on each 
package. Read and follow them. |

| The sudden death of Chief Jus- 
tice Stone of the Supreme Court 
1 removes from that tribunal the 
1 sole member of the Court who 
was not appointed by the late 
1 Mr. Robsevelt or his successor, 

| President Truman. Justice Stone 
! was. as most of my readers 
. doubtless know, one of the fa- 
mous triumvirate of liberals who 
ordinarily backed up Mr. Roose- 
velt on his New Deal legisla- 
tion. The other two members 
of this group were Justices Oli- j 
ver Wendell Holmes and Louis j 
D. Brandeis, both of whom are 
now dead. 

What will President Truman I 
do now? The best guess is that | 
he will raise Justice Robert H. | 
Jackson to the post of Chief Jus- 
tice. In the meantime, the Su- 
preme Court will have to get ! 
along with but seven Justices i 
until Jackson returns from Eu - 1 
rope, where he has been hand- ‘ 
ling the Nazi War Criminals , 
trial. 

Lodge vs. Walsh 

At long last Col. Henry Cabot 
Lodge has made his great de- 
cision and challenged Senator 
David I. Walsh for a seat in the : 
U. S. Senate. This action on 
the former's part immediately 1 
raises the hopes of Republicans 
in both state and nation. Lo- ! 
cally, there Is no question but 
that the presence of Lodge on 
the state ticket will be a source 
of tremendous strength to the 
entire ticket. Lt. Gov. Bradford, 
in particular, must be greatly 
heartened by this development. 
He is smart enough lo know that 
a few weak spots on the state 
ticket may well jeopardize his 
j own changes against the still- 
popular Governor, Maurice J. 
Tobin. 

We shall have to wait until 
after the June ^primaries before 
we can t%ll just how much dif- 
ference the Lodge candidacy will 
make. At the moment, It is a 
good guess that the three top 
men on the two major party 
tickets will be Lodge, Bradford 
and Coolidge for the G.O.P. and 
Walsh. Tobin and Dever for the 
Democrats. To be sure, there 
are already several men contest- 
ing Senate President Coolidge's 
bid for Lt. Governor and Mayor 
Cole of Lynn cannot be dismissed 
too lightly. However, the fact 
that the opposition to Coolidge 
is split will help the "man with 
the Name." 

On the Democratic side, the 
only question is About the same 
position, namely, the second spot 
on the strictly local ticket. iU. 
S. Senator gets top billing, but 
the Lt. Governor is ordinarily 
i referred to as next to the Gov- 
ernor in our own state affairs.) 
Here a strenuous contest looms 
between former Attorney Gen- 
eral Paul A. Dever, one of the 
finest vqte-gettcrs ever devel- 
oped by the local Democracy and 
Roger LowelPPutnam of Spring- 
field. who oqce challenged Lev- 
erett Saltonstall for the Gover- 
norship. Just why two such 
strong men should be allowed to 
fight each other is a mystery to 
many who do not follow' politics 
too closely. To those who like 
to peek behind the scenes, the 
answer appears to be that a Put- 
nam candidacy would avoid an 
entirely green ticket, as the pols 
would say, whereas a Dever can- 
didacy would help to build the 


! strongest possible vote-getting 
ticket. After all, isn’t that the 
main idea? 

A few comments, now, on the 
I>odge-Walsh contest. My first 
thought after reading the an- 
nouncement was that Col. Lodge 
had finally decided thrt the ven- 
erable Senior Senator COULD 
be defeated and that he was not, 
therefore, inviting political obliv- 
ion by challenging him at this 
time. My next thought was that 
the G.O.P. high-command had 
finally sold the young Colonel a 
! bill of goods by appealing to his 
party loyalty. My last thought, 

| I regret to state, was that Col. 
Lodge had come to the conclu- 
sion that he undoubtedly DID 
have an obligation to offer his 
services in peace as well as in 
war. The only reason that this 
was my last thought instead of 
my first was that I saw no rea- 
son why a smart man like Henry 
Cabot Lodge should take so long 
to decide where the path of duty 
lay. And I make that comment 
in all kindness. 

Well, what are the Colonel’s 
chances? Quite good, it seems 
to your columnist. Furthermore, 
I have a strong feeling that his 
chances will definitely improve 
as time goes on. It is even with- 
in the realm of possibility that 
Senator Walsh might decide to 
retire after all. without expos- 
ing himself to the risk of a hu- 
miliating defeat. I tried to read 
between the lines of his very 
brief comment, when asked by 
newspapermen how he viewed 
the Lodge announcement. He 
sounded a bit surprised and, per- 
haps. a little bit hurt. Could it 
be that Senator Walsh thought 
that the colorful Republican 
would never, under any circum- 
stances, run against him? Be 
that as f. may, if I were a bet- 
ting man, I should proceed to 
i place a wager on the Republican.

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able, the men believe, In that 
during the very short life of the 
organization, Its Washington 
workers have testified by invita- 
tion before Congressional com- 
mittees, its National Chairman 
Bolte has been very instrumental 
in securing veterans priorities to 
purchase surplus war supplies, It 
was the first veterans group to 
come out strongly against the at- 
tempts to kill the O.P.A. In this 
state the A.V.C. housing commit- 
tee ha* strongly influenced legis- 
lators to expedite the passage of 
housing measures < specifically 
the bill permitting towns to 
waive portions of building codes 
to permit temporary housing con- 
struction and to sell veterans 
public owned land at a saving). 
An A.V.C.* Housing Rally, with 
their national housing chairman 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., as 
speaker, was held on April 24th 
at the Old South Meeting House 
in Boston. 

The A.V.C. is operating on the 
basis that “what is good for the 
nation is good for the veteran," 
and is strongly emphasizing that 
the returned servicemen and 
women should be "citizens first, 
veterans second.” Their aim to 
have “a more democratic and 
prosperous America in a more 
stable world” is being used as a 
guide for vigorous action and 
not simply as a high-sounding 
slogan to enroll members. A.V.C. 
has no commitments to veterans 
of former wars. A.V.C. is not 
affiliated with any political 
party and endorses no condidatcs 
for office. A.V.C. is restricted to 
no race, color or creed. Member- 
ship entails no uniforms, no rank, 
and no military terminology. 
A.V.C. offers the veteran thq op- 
portunity to best take his place 
as a citizen with a voice in gov- 
ernment. Prominent national 
members include Bill Maulden, 
ex-Gov. Stasscn, Col. Evans Carl- 
son and many other World War 
II veterans who have been ac- 
claimed as leaders in their fields 
and as representing GI attitudes 
and opinions. 

Temporary Newton Chapter 
officers are William A. Medlicott 
of Newton, Vincent P. Maloney 
of Newton Center, and Howard 
C. Thomas, Jr., of Newtonville. 
These men feel that many New- 
ton veterans have found or will 
find A.V.C. an organization 
which they will wish to join, and 
would like to hear from those 
veterans in order to send them 
more information and notify 
them of the next meeting.

We are happy to report that 
no one goes hungry anymore.

However, 
clothing relief shipments from 
abroad and government pur- 
chases feed our hope that also 
these war-scars may soon be 
memories only. 

A few days ago we witnessed 
the opening of more than three 
million Crocus buds in one of our 
fields. Just two colors, golden 
yellow and bishop's purple. A 
few hundred yards further, an 
immense field of whites and strip- 
ed. We hope you order your 
Crocus from these stocks. 

The Tulip fields look promis- 
ing Some early varieties already 
try to display a bit of color. 
Hyacinths and Narcissus have 
early representatives in bloom. 
It’s a bit cold for *hem yet, 
hence they hesitate. Everything 
points to a magnificent miracu- 
lous display of colors pretty 
soon. 

Our field workers, happy in 
their warm American work shoes 
and water repellent American 
clothes, are getting very busy 
now, caring for our enormous 
acreage of bulbs. The product 
for American greenhouses and 
gardens must be as perfect as 
human care and skill can help 
make it. These same men. now 
in the fields, later follow the 
stocks into the curing sheds, 
grading rooms and packing 
houses. You can trust these 
men to do a good job for you.

Dear Sir: 

The feature article in the New- 
ton Graphic of March 21 which 
described the recent “Plan E” 
meeting In Newton gave, on the 
whole, an excellent picture of 
council - manager government. 
However, on page six, column 
four, four misstatements are 
made in the space of one para- 
graph, the answer to the ques- 
tion "Has Plan E ever failed?”. 
In order to correct any false im- 
pressions which might have been 
created by this answer, I should 
like to present a few additional 
facts. 

The council-manager plan has, 
as you or Mr. McLaughlin state, 
failed in a few communities. To 
be exact 28 municipalities have 
abandoned the plan in the space 
of 31 years. Since according to 
the official list of the Interna- 
tional City Managers’ Associn 
tion, 608 communities in the Unit- 
ed States arid 646 throughout 
the world now use the council- 
manager form of government, 
the percentage of abandonment 
is 4.2%, not the 14% figure you 
gave. 

The reasons for the 28 aban- 
donments were not that the plan 
was "declared unconstitutional 
by the state court”, but rather: 
(1) Because of defects In the city 
charter or disadvantages in the 
plan itself; (2) Because it was ' 
voted out through circumstances 
Jargely extraneous tothe plan it- j 
self; : (3) Because the plan re- 
ceived only a brief trial under ! 
adverse political conditions. In 
this case the cities had the man- 
ager plan in the letter but not 
in the spirit. 

In our own state, the manager 
plan has not always met with 
success. Under "Plan D”, which 
provides for a manager but 
not Proportional Representation, 
Waltham and Fall River attempt- 
ed to reform their government. 
In Waltham, the plan was in ef- 
I feet from 1918-1922, and was 
voted out at that time because 
some said that the City Council 
was not truly representative of 
the wishes of the people. Pro- 
portional Representation would 
have undoubtably eliminated the 
grounds for this criticism. The 
manager, however, was well- 
liked, and was 'subsequently 
elected mayor seven times. Fall 
River tried Plan D government 
from 1928-1934. Here, adverse 
conditions made survival of the 
plan difficult. The first manager 
was a politician, and after the 
finances of the city had been de- 
pleted by mismanagement and 
the economic collapse, a state- 
controlled Finance Board took 
charge of the city's finances. Un- 
der this board and a competent 
manager, the city was on the 
road back to financial stability, 
blit politicians brought the ous- 
ter of the manager plan. Here 
again, the manager was elected 
mayor. 

In only one city. Michigan 
City, Indiana, was the council- 
i manager plan abandoned be- 
I cause it was declared unconsti- 
; tutional by the state court, 
j Cleveland is the most important 
I city which tried the manager 
plan with Proportional Represen- 
tation. and subsequently gave it 
| up. The plan was in effect from 
i 1924-1931. and was abandoned 
l through political pressure. 

In both Toledo and Ashtabula, 
j Ohio, the manager plan is still 
j in effect, although Ashtabula, the 
I first city to adopt Proportions 
i Representation, has given up 
This feature. In Toledo, the man- 
ager plan has been most suc- 
cessful! and their sixth Propor- 
tional Representation election 
was held last November. 

At the present time in Massa- 
chusetts, communities other than 
Cambridge employing Plan E 
are Lowell and the four towns of 
Mansfield. Mlddleborough, Nor- 
wood, and Stoughton. Although

FIRE PREVENTION SERVICE 


This past week there has been an excessive number of calls for 
brush fires. Most of these calls were from people that did not 
have permits to burn in the open. The State law governing fires 
in the open is as follows: # 

"Chapter 581 section 13. No person shall set, maintain or in- 
crease a fire in the open at an time unless the ground is substan- 
tially covered with snow, except by written permission, covering a 
period not exceeding five days from date thereof, granted by the 
forest warden or chief of the fire department in cities and towns, 
or, in cities having such an official, the fire commissioner: provided, 
that no such permit shall be granted to be exercised during any 
portion of the months of April and May except upon rainy days; 
and provided, further, that persons over the ago of twenty-one 
may, without a permit, set, maintain or increase a reasonable fire 
for the purpose of cooking, upon sandy or gravelly land free from 
living or dead vegetation or upon sandy or rocky beaches border- 
ing on tide water, if the fire is enclosed within rocks, metal or 
other non-inflammable material. The forest warden, chief or fire 
commissioner, as the case may be, may make it a condition for 
granting a permit that any burning shall bo done only after four 
o'clock (eastern standard time) in the afternoon and he may revoke 
a permit at any time. The forester may make rules and regula- 
tions relating to the granting and revocation of such permits bind- 
ing throughout the commonwealth. Such rules and regulations 
shall take effect subject to section thirty-seven of chapter thirty, 
when approved by the governor and council. The forest wardens 
in towns and officials performing the duties of forest wardens in 
cities shall cause public notice to be given of the provisions of this 
section and shall enforce the same. Whoever violate any provision 
of this section shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars or by imprisonment for not more than one month, 
or both.” 

When you do burn brush or grass in the open follow these 
rules. 

1. Obtain a permit from the fire department. This helps the 
fire department to regulate the number and locations of fires each 
day. 

2. Prepare for emergencies. Have a hose hooked up to an 
outside water faucet, watering cans and pump tanks filled with 
water and brooms handy. If you have a sizeable lot get other 
people to help you. Don’t take a chance. 

3. Set the fire so that it will burn into the wind, never so that 
the wind is behind it and make it spread and get out of control. 

4. Never burn on windy days.

the results have not been as v.ide- 
ly ublicized as those in Cam- 
bridge, Plan E has been very 
successful in Lowell. Since Janu- 
ary 1, 1944, when the plan went 
into affect the city's financial 
position has been greatly im- 
proved. Borrowing under previ- 
ous administrations has been re- 
paid, and the city's debt has been 
reduced by almost 50%. 

In all cases, a distinction must 
be made between the council- 
manager plan as a whole, and 
Plan E used in Massachusetts. 
In the first place, it is not neces- 
sary to join the manager plan 
and Proportional Representation 
H3 is done under Plan E. al- 
though the best government oc- 
curs when this .s the case In 
the second place, the mayor of 
the city enjoys greater respon- 
sibility under Plan E than is us- 
ually the case. In addition to his 
usual duties enumerated in the 
article, he i3 the seventh mem- 
ber and chairman of the School 
Committee, the other six mem- 
ben? being separately elected by 


Proportional Representation. Us- 
ually. there is no connection be- 
tween the features of the mana- 
ger plan and the School Commit- 
tee. 

I was very much surprised to 
discover the interest shown by 
the Citizens of Newton in “Plan 
E”, since in most cases the man- 
ager plan is advanced only in 
those communities where the 
form of government then in use 
has proven to be inadequate or 
inefficient. Since I do not believe 
that this is true in Newton. I 
can only conclude that this in- 
terest reflects the insistence of 
Newton's citizens for good gov- 
ernment and shows that its citi- 
zens are politically and civlcally 
alert.

“Religion, Russia, and Stalin" 
will be the subject of the address 
to be given by Dr. Jerome Davis 
at the morning service of the 
Community Church of Boston in 
Jordan Hall, Sunday, April 28, 
at 10:30 A. M. Dr. Davis, who 
spoke on the Town Meeting of 
the Air last month, recently re- 
turned from a 10,000 mile trip 
over European Russia. He has 
visited most of the famous 
"death" camps in Russia and at- 
tended the famous trial of Ger- 
mans at. Kharkov, where the 
men were convicted and hanged. 
He toured all over the Crimea, 
besides staying for days in Kiev, 
Smolensk. Minsk. Odessa, Kalin- 
in, Yasnaya, Polyana ( the estate 
of Tolstoy), Tula, Roumania and 
Poland. Having been in Russia 
for a year during the Tsar’s re- 
gime and also at the time of 
the Revolution, he knows the 
contrasting situations. Ho will 
plan to give a picture of all sides 
of Russia at present, both the 
dark and lght shadows. At the 
invitation of Lord Wavell he vis- 
ited India on his way back to 
America. He went into the pris- 
ons and interviewed the political 
prisoners. He also saw Mahatma 
Gandhi, Jinna.h, the Indian 
Princes, and otherMcaders. 

He is the author of fourteen 
volumes (in some cases in col- 
laboration) on international, eco- 
nomic, social, and religious ques- 
tons. A single volume sold over 
25.000 copies. 

He has taught at Boston Uni- 
versity, Dartmouth College, Har- 
vard, the University of Wiscon- 
sin, the New School for Social 
Research In New York; and for 
thirteen years at Yale University 
held the Gilbert, I. Stark Chair 
of Practical Philanthropy. He 
has been president of the Eastern i 
Society, and was for three years! 
president of the American Feder- 
ation of Teachers.

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Seek Amendments to Make 
U.N. a World Government 


r* 


Newton voters will have an op- 
portunity to vote on the move- 
ment to strengthen UN by 
amendments to make it a World 
Federal Government able to pre- 
vent war. Petitions to place the 
question on the ballot are being 
circulated in Senatorial Districts 
throughout Massachusetts. In 
Newton the work is under the su- 
pervision of Colonel Alexander 
Standish. former Chief of Intel- 
ligence Branch of General Omar 
Bradley’s staff. 

The question to appear on the 
ballot reads: "Shall the Senator 
in the General Court from the 
Middlesex and Suffolk District be 
instructed to vote to request the 
President and the Congress of 
the United States to direct our 
delegates to the United Nations 
to propose or support amend- 
ments to its charter which will 
strengthen the United Nations 
and make it a World Federal 
Government able to prevent 
war?” 

Colonel Standish states that 
the movement towards inter- 
national law backed by force di- 
rected by a central government 
is gaining strength throughout 
the world. Leading authorities 
of Great Britain, France, China, 
and Russia have spoken strong- 
ly for strengthening UN towards 
this end but the United States 
appears to hold back. The legis- 
lature of fourteen states in this 
country have passed resolutions 
asking for action but Massachu- 
setts has not done so in spite of 
the fact that a similar question 
presented to the voters four 
years ago in 42 Massachusetts 


I representative districts was car- 
ried by a vote of 202.000 to 67,000. 
j The movement is backed by 
j many of the best hrains of the 
country such as William O. Doug- 
ins and Owen J. Roberts of the 
Supreme Court; Albert Einstein. 
S. K. Allison and Harold C. Urey, 
Atomic Bomb scientists; Gren- 
ville Clark and Thomas J. Ma- 
honey. leading lawyers; Ray- 
mond Swing. Leland Stowe. Ed- 
gar Mourer, writers and students 
of world politics; Owen D. Young 
of General Electric; Robert M. 
Gaylord. Chairman of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufac- 
turers; James B. Carey. David 
Dubinsky and Phillip Murray, 
labor leaders, and a host of other 
well known men including Sum- 
ner Welles. Robert Allen,. James 
P. Warburg. Clifton Fademan 
and former Governor Bass of 
New Hampshire. 

During the summer and |u- 
tumn, says Colonel Standish, a 
committee will be formed in 
Newton to insure that the ques- 
tion has the fullest possible dis- 
cussion in public meetings 
throughout th£ city. "The signa- 
tures on the current petition 
will merely put the question be- 
fore the voters. We hope for 
overwhelming approval. No one 
! who has studied and experienced 
the potentialities of the German 
V-l (pilotless aircraft) and the 
1 V-2 (long range rocket) and 
who knows the potentialities of 
: the atomic bomb can fail to 
realize 'that the next war can 
easily destroy us.’ We must take 
! the leadership and act before 
' it is too late."

Army Answers 

— o — 

Q. On what grounds can a 
soldier lose points overseas? 
Mrs. T., Woonsocket. 

A. While serving court-mar- 
tial. as a garrison or general 
prisoner. 

Q. I am a first sergeant’s 
wife. Will our household fur- 
nishings be transported over- 
seas at Government expense? 
F.E.A., Vt. 

A. Transportation of house- 
hold goods of first three grades 
is authorized only to certain 
points overseas at Government 
expense. It would depend on 
your destination. 

Q. I served three years 
with the Massachusetts State 
Guard and have an honorable 
discharge. Am I entitled to 
the Massachusetts State 
Bonus or any veteran's bonus 
or benefits? M.F., Westport 
Point. 

A. No. To be eligible for the 
Massachusetts State Bonus or 
other veteran's benefits, it is 
necessary for a man to have 
served a prescribed period of 
time on active duty with the 
Armed Forces. You would not 
receive any Federal benefits 
either. 

Q. One of my sons was 
killed in Italy. I have another 
son in the occupation forces 
In Japan. Can he he trans- 
ferred here? E. G., Holyoke. 

A. The War Department now 
provides for such a transfer. 
Request should be made by 
your son to his commanding of- 
ficer. In writing, for assignment 
in the United States, with sub-

Q. My husband in the Army 
sent me some money through 
the Government in December 
1943. He aid it would come 
from Washington but I have 
not received it. Where woald I 
write to find out about It? 
Mrs. D.D., Holyoke. 

A. Your letter does not state 
in what manner the money was 
transmitted. If it was by Per- 
sonal Transfer Account, write 
the Finance Officer, U. S. Army. 
2 Lafayette street, New York, 
N. Y. 

Q. What is holding up our 
Air Mail from servicemen in 
Japan and Korea? E.P., Hins- 
dale. 

A. We have no way of deter- 
mining what the cause for delay 
may be. Many factors are in- 
volved. You may write to The 
Adjutant General. War Depart- 
ment. Washington, D. C. 

Q. My son was called for 
service on 14 July 1944 and 
has been overseas since Jan- 
uary 1942. When may we ex- 
pect him home? H.A.M., Holy- 
oke. 

A. The latest War Department 
criteria on discharges states: All 
enlisted men (except volunteers) 
with 40 points as of 2 September 

1945. or with 24 months' service 
as of 30 June 1946. will be sepa 
rated from the Army or aboard 
ship returning homo by 30 June 

1946. Further instructions will bo 
issued by the War Department 
at a later date. 

Q. Our son has been in the 
service since 25 July 1945. How 
could I get him out to help on 
our farm this summer? L. S. 
M., South Lancaster. 

A. Unless he is eligible to ap- 
ply for a dependency discharge 
due to hardship, he will have to 
wait until he has the required 
amount of service or number of 
points. 

Q. My brother was inducted 
in July 1942 and received an 
honorable discharge in Sep- 
tember 1944 on account of age. 
His discharge papers were 
stolen, and after making sev- 
eral applications he has just 
received them. When he tried 
for muBterlng-out pay he was 
told he had waited too long. 
They were not paying it when 
he left the service. Is there any 
way he can get it now? M.Y., 
Randolph. 

A. Musteringout pay was au- 
thorized as of 3 February 19-14. 
If your brother was discharged 
because of age to enter essential 
industry, he would not be en- 
titled to this pay, unless serving 
overseas. 

Q. Where could I obtain le- 
gal advice? I am a soldier’s 
wife and my son and myself 
were in an accident. V.N., 
Lynn. 

A. For legal assistance, con- 
tact the Legal Assistance Offi- 
cer.
